Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  an  instruction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
that  an  Annual  Report  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  state  of  health  of  the  Urban  District 
be  submitted  as  soon  as  possible  after  January  1st  of  the 
following  year.  Much  of  the  statistical  information 
required  is  not,  however,  available  for  several  months 
after  the  end  of  the  each  year. 

Dr.  W.  R.  Nash  was  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
during  the  year  1961  but  his  retirement  became  effect- 
ive in  1962,  before  completion  of  the  Report.

Officer  of  Health  prior  to  October  1962  I am  not  in  a 
position  to  make  comment  on  the  running  of  the  Del 


partment  during  1961.  Nevertheless,  to  comply  with 
the  Ministry  requirement,  I am  submitting,  on  behalf 
of  Dr.  Nash,  purely  the  statistical  information  accum- 
ulated by  his  Department -for  that  year,  together  with  a 
few  introductory  comments  vhich  he  left  in  connection 
with  some  of  the  tables.

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LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  from  the  City 
and  County  Laboratories,  Cardiff,  and  the  Rhymney 
and  Sirhowy  Valleys  Hospital  Management  Committee 
Laboratory  at  the  Caerphilly  Miners’  Hospital.  Water 
samples  and  milk  samples  were  mainly  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cardiff  and  milk  samples 
were  satisfactory  from  a general  piont  of  view,  while 
the  samples  submitted  for  the  presence  of  tuberculosis 
were  all  negative. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  in  no  samples  were 
tubercul  bacilli  found  in  milk  samples  for  which  the 
full  number  requested  by  the  County  Laboratory  were 
taken.

The  Rhymney  Valley  Sewerage  Board  anc  the

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means  tor  collection  and  disposal  of  sewage,  except  at 
Nelson,  where  it  is  dealt  with  by  the  Council  Sewage 
Works. 

Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  two  very  satisfactory  Swimming  Pools 
in  your  area;  that  in  the  Morgan  Jones  Park,  Caer- 
philly, owned  by  the  Caerphilly  Urban  District  Council 
with  a capacity  of  132,000  gallons  of  water  and  when 
continuously  used  having  a complete  filtered,  aerated 
and  chlorinated  turn-over  in  6 hours.  The  Llanbradach 
Pool  is  also  owned  by  the  Authority  and  has  a capacity 
of  103,000  gallons  and  functions  as  the  Morgan  Jones 
Park  Pool.
